J will take Ss ibol fil --t* 
gambol himself will deny that he struck the airmen at all and will explain 
to you his own reactions at the time which as he say 3 were merely to shout 
abuse at them hut to take no' part in their mal—treot: lent. 

Hartung will eny that he was any more than a mere spectator 
on the brid; e; he will say th* t he only came to the brib e after all three 
airmen had been thrown over into the water, tiiat lie never touched any oj 
them either in the way of liittin them or throwing then over the bridge 

into the valley. 

Boddenberg will ad]nit that he struck the airmen three or 
foui* tines in a fit o ’ temper but, havin done so, he said to himself , 

"This is not a good thin ■ to be doing" and he desisted from doin it end 
went away. When he struck the airmen there were then two airmen on the 
bridge, one havin been already thrown over, and when he left the bridge 
there were still two airmen on the bridge alive. 

Kaufer will tell you that he was there as a spectator, that 
he took no part whatever in striking: the airmen or throwing them over end 
he will explain the incident of which you have heard yesterday of his 
tryin to seize a rifle from a soldier by saying that he had protested 
to the soldier about what was bein' done on the bridge and the soldier had 
threatened either to shoot him with the rifle or to hit him "ith 0 rifle if 
he Til not desist fro a his protests. The attempt to et the ri^le from 
the soldier wbs an attempt to protect himself. 

Brasohoss was admittedly among the crowd end he was possibly 
even an active member o ' the crowd. lie himself denies having beaten nie 
airmen at all and he denies taking any part in throwing them over. 

Koenen by his own admission was a member o ‘ the escort of 

German soldiers who took the prisoners to the brio e. ;ie will tell ^ ou 

that his instructions were not to interfere with the civilians if the 
civilians attacked the sin ten and that slthon; h he himself dissppioved 
strop' ly of What was being done on that bridge^ first 01 all he thou ht lie 
had to obey his orders - you.may regard that as an excuse or not - 

and secondly he himself even armed with o rifle felt powerless among a mob 

Qp gome thirty or forty civilians enrs ed a ainst tnese am sen and in die 
face of at least one other member of the German army armed as he was himself, 
■who was also taking port in the illt rest went of the airmen. 

Heyer admittedly had no active physical port in tlie killing 
of these uen. lie himself denies using any of the words attributes to him 
by the witnesses who you heard yesterday and the day berore. . e admits 
havin tolrl the escort that they were not to interfere i- the civilians 
attacked the airmen, he said he did that pursuant to an order which he 
had received fro : above. It is an order, I must confess, of which I cannot 

produce any documentary proof.
